Steps must be taken to protect the public—and the 
nation’s heritage of abundant fish and wildlife—from | 
quick or slow death at the hands of some users of chem- 
icais who seem to have dismissed songbirds and fish as 
unnecessary and unworthy of consideration in massive 
spraving campaigns. 


The manufacturers of these poisons-must be made 
‘o prove their safety.Surely our scientists who found: 
a chemical specific enough to kill the lamprey in the 
ributary streams of the Great Lakes can find pesticides 
toxic only to the pests and not to other desirable forms 
uf life. :
